It Catches Flies, Eats Raw Meat, 
pakes Ants and Bugs

cobra of the jun- 
gles of India, 
and is one of 
the few. carniv- 
orous plants 
known to sci- 
ence. 

The plant has 
no leaves, the 
stalks are 
twisted and fun- 
nel shape, small 
at the bottom, 
growing larger 
with a rounded 
hood at the top

The hood is beautifully colored, and mottled hy 
white translucent areas through which the -in- 
terior is lighted. Both hood and appendages bear 
many honey glands, the excretion from which 
tempts bugs, ants, flies, in fact all kinds of in- 
sects toward the mouth, an orifice on the under 
side of the hood, and are lured inside the funnel- 
like stem from which-they can not come back, as 
the stem is Jined with innumerable little hair-like 
prongs all pointing downward, and once they get 
below a few of these points they have to con- 
tinue on downward where the victim is absorbed 
in the digestive’ fluid or liquid in the bottom of 
the stem. | 

The Cobra Orchid, or Darlingtonia, is a peren- 
nial which will grow year after year out of doors, 
provided it is given a shady position and never 
allowed to become dry. Along the banks of a pool 
is an ‘ideal place. It also may be grown as a 
house plant, in pots of sandy soil and leaf mould. 


If kept in a room free from all insects, it is 
advisable once or twice weekly to place a few 
small particles of raw beef, about the size of a 
grain of wheat, in the orifice for its nourishment ; 
however, if placed where there are other plants, 
in the average room, a sufficient number of insects 
will be attracted from them, making artificial feed- 
ing unnecessary.

Pointers on Rose Culture 


Xoses are usually set out in the spring or late fall. 
The nursery ships the roses to reach the customer at 
the best time for planting in the customer’s locality. 
if nursery stock arrives in a frozen condition, it 
should be thawed out in a cool place before the pack- 
ing is removed. If not to be planted at once the 
plants may be kept fresh by ‘“‘heeling-in’”-in a pro- 
tected well-drained spot. Place the stock in an al- 
most horizontal position in a shallow furrow. Pack 
the roots firmly with soil. 
with coarse litter such as leaves or straw if protec- 
tion is needed against freezing. Before planting 
roses, prune back the tops of Teas and Hybrid Teas, 
leaving only 6 to 8 inches. Hybrid Perpetuals should 
be left a little longer for better flowering. 


Roses prefer clay loam but may be grown in any 
good well-drained soil. Sandy soil may be improved 
by generous use of thoroughly rotted cow manure or 
other barnyard manure or decayed vegetable matter. 
The soil should be worked thoroughly and enriched to 
a depth of 12 to 15 inches. Clay soil may be im- 
proved by liberal use of rotted or dry cow manure. 
Commercial fertilizers may be used but be sure to 
follow the instructions of the manufacturer. 

Hybrid Tea Roses should,-in the North- 
ern States, be planted about 18 inches 
apart. In the South and Far West the 
planting distance should be somewhat

Winter Protection of Roses: 


Hybrid Tea Roses should be provided winter pro- 
tection in the North. When the ground begins to 


‘freeze at night, bank the soil up around the branches 


to a height of 8 or 10 inches, After the ground has 
frozen an inch or two, cover the remaining tops with 
about a foot of leaves ot straw. Do not use manure 
as covering. As early spring weather may be more 
severe than winter weather on Hybrid Teas, the coy- 
ering should be removed gradually and not too early.

By Gordon Morrison, Director of Plant Breeding and Research — 


The best soil and most skillful garden care will 
yield disappointing results unless the gardener uses 
the best seeds of the most suitable kinds of vegetables. 

This short story on gardening points out principles 
that must be observed in vegetable growing to per- 
mit good seeds to produce the best. results. 


LOCATION OF GARDEN. Convenience is impor- 
tant due to gasoline rationing. Abundant sunlight, 


good soil and good drainage are primary require- 


ments. Your own backyard may be your only choice 
for a garden. Providing the soil is-moderately fer- 
tile it may be made tillable and productive by fol- 
lowing our directions. 


SIZE OF GARDEN. The garden should be ade- 
quate to provide for the family. It should’ not be So 
large as to prove a burden. A well planned, well 
conducted vegetable garden of well chosen kindssand 
varieties may require only a few hours of attention 
each week, especially if gardening is made a pleasant 
family enterprise. 

It has been shown that a garden 30 x 50 feet may 
yield important quantities of vegetables for a family 
of five, but every means must be used to keep every 
square foot of soil producing from spring until fall. 


A garden of 5,000 square feet may provide for the 
average family a year ’round supply of vegetables, 
including dry beans, sweet corn, potatoes and vine 
crops such as cucumbers, melons, squash and pump- 
kins, as well as perennial beds of asparagus, rhu- 
barb, strawberries and raspberries. 


SOIL. Garden soils consist of various proportions 
of coarse, medium and fine mineral particles together 
with decomposed vegetation, air and moisture. The 
smallest mineral particles are clay. The largest min- 
eral particles are sand. The mineral particles of me- 
dium size are silt. 


Sandy soil has the least silt and clay. 
particles increase, the soil is called loamy-sand, 
sandy-loam, silt-loam, clay-loam and clay. All of 
~ these soils are valuable, including sand and clay. 
Sandy soils are often called early since they are usu- 
ally very well drained and warm up readily. 

Clay is composed of such fine particles that it has 
a great attractive force for water. Clay soils drain

cial fertilizer may prove injurious, the gardener 
should not use more than 2 to 4 pounds per hundred 
square feet unless a larger amount is recommended 
by the manufacturer-of the product used. The mini- 
mum indicated may be enough on productive soils. 
The maximum indicated may be used with good re- 
sults on the lighter, sandier soils. Leafy crops such 
as cabbage, onions and chard may use relatively 
larger quantities of fertilizer than vegetables that are 
grown for fruits, such as tomato, cucumber and 
melons. 


Barnyard manure may be applied before plowing. 
Dried sheep and cow manure and commercial fer- 
tilizer may be well raked in just before planting, 


SOIL PREPARATION. From the standpoint of dis- 
ease and insect control it is advisable to clean up 
and spade or plow any garden in the fall. On fall 
plowed clay land, the heavy clods crumble during 
the winter and yield a soil of good texture that may 
be planted relatively early in the spring. Very early 
spring plowing or spading is second choice to fall 
plowing. However, soil should never be plowed or 
cultivated in any way when the soil is wet enough 


~to stick to the feet or to the garden tools. 


DIRECTIONS FOR PLANTING VEGETABLE 
SEEDS DIRECTLY IN THE GARDEN 


Hardy kinds of vegetables may be sown outdoors 
as early in the spring as the soil may be prepared. 


Beginning gardeners should learn the usual date of 
the onset of steady freezing fall weather in their 
neighborhood. He may then make midseason plant- 
ings of hardy vegetables early enough to provide sat- 
isfactory development for storage before steady freez- 
ing weather occurs. Carrots that require 70 to 80 
days from seed to maturity for storage may be sown 
as late as July 20 in regions where freezing weather 
rarely occurs before November 1. 


Tender kinds of vegetables may be sown with lit- 
tle risk out of doors about the usual date of the last 
killing frost. Midseason succession plantings of ten- 
der kinds such as green beans should be planted early 
enough to avoid injury by early fall frosts which may

Loamy soils are relatively early and productive and 
are ideal for gardening. 

Manure and garden litter of all kinds including 
rotted leaves and lawn clippings improve the water 
holding capacity of sandy and loamy soils without 
impeding drainage. These materials improve the 
drainage and workability of clay soils and improve 
conditions for root growth and penetration.

The table shown on this page is merely suggestive. 
The closer spacings may be used in hand-operated- 
gardens of limited size. The wider spacings;may be 
advisable in large gardens, particularly where tractor 
or horse cultivation is available. Those who operate 
large gardens may prefer to plant sweet corn and 
viné crops in widely spaced hills rather than as in- 
dicated in columns 3 and 6 of the table. The hills 
within the rows may be almost if not quite as wide 
apart as the rows.

Succession planting, intercropping and companion- 
cropping are advocated as means whereby gardens of 
limited size may serve the purpose of larger gardens. 


Successive plantings of short-period crops such as 
garden beans, carrots and beets provide a continuous 
Stpuly of crisp tender produce from early summer 
until fall. Summer sown beets or carrots may be 
grown in the same row which yielded early spinach. 
Cabbage plants may be set in the row from which 
the early planing of peas has been removed.

WATERING THE GARDEN. In Spring, well pre- 
pared garden soil is usually moist enough to insure 
germination of seeds sown directly in the garden. 


Midsummer plantings of beet, carrot and other 
vegetable seeds are more certain to germinate promptly 
and uniformly during dry weather after the following 
precautions have been observed: (1) Make a slightly 
deeper furrow than usual. (2) Pour water in the bot- 
tom, of the furrow, (3) Sow seeds a little more 
thickly than usual, in the moistened furrow, and 
cover firmly with soil as usual. 


Artificial watering is a very important means of 
insuring satisfactory crops year after year. Soil- 
Soaker, the porous hose listed on page 76 of this 
catalog is ideal -for watering the vegetable garden. 
A thorough soaking about once a week during dry 
weather may prove sufficient. 


Gardeners who use ordinary sprinkling devices 
should water during a period of rising temperature to 


' avoid wet foliage at night which might induce de- 


structive foliage diseases. 


DISEASE AND INSECT CONTROL begins with 
preventive measures such as fall or early spring clean- 
up and spading, the use of reliable, well grown seeds 
such as Burgess’ Seeds, that have been treated against 
controllable seed-borne diseases, and by the use of 
varieties that are resistant to disease. These preven- 
tive measures should be supplemented by a spraying 
or dusting program to control insects and blights that 
may occur despite precautions that may have been 
observed. 

Rotenone (see prices on this page), Red Arrow 
Garden Spray (see page 76) and Hammond’s Slug 
Shot (see page 78) are valuable preparations for use 
against sucking and chewing insects. 


Control of Corn Borer. Dust with Rotenone 4 times 
t 5 day intervals. Begin when the tassels begin to 
emerge from the funnel-shape whorl of leaves at the 
tip of the plant. ‘The common Corn Ear Worm is’ dif- 
ferent. See page 76 for control of Corn Ear Worm. 


Squash Vine Borer may be controlled or repelled 
by using early and frequently a general purpose in- 
secticide, taking care especially to Keep the base of 
the plant well covered. Squash plants damaged by 
borer may often be saved by covering each joint along 
the stem with moist earth to provide maximum op- 
portunity for new root formation. 


Tomato Troubles. Excessive blossom drop may be 
due to the action of chewing insects in which case it 
may be corrected by the usé of an arsenical insecti- 
cide such as those used to control potato beetle. Ex- 
cessively high temperatures and excessively dry air 
may Cause excessive blossom drop. 


Healthy tomato plants may fail to set fruit due to 
prolonged rainy spells which prolongs leafy growth. 
Excessive nourishment tends to promote and prolong 
leafy growth and retards fruit setting, as when to- 
matoes are grown in: an abandoned poultry yard or 
in any area that has been fertilized too heavily, and 
particularly in.an overly rich garden that is watered 
too heavily, 

Tomato leayes may curl noticeably during drouthy 
weather, particularly when a period of hot drying 
winds follows a warm rainy spell which has promoted 
large leafy growth. This curling of leaves on other- 
wise healthy plants is natural. The plant is taking 
natural means to prevent excessive loss of moisture 
by reducing the leaf surface which is exposed to the 
sun. 


Cucumber Flowers that drop in great numbers be- 
fore setting fruits sometimes alarm beginning gar- 
deners. The first flowers that occur on cucumber 
plants are usually male flowers which drop off nat- 
urally. Much the same is true of squashes, pump-

HARVEST AND USE OF VEGETABLES. Victory 
Gardeners should aim toward a year ’round supply 
of home grown vegetables; fresh vegetables from 


spring through fall and preserved vegetables from . 


fall through spring. Gather vegetables at the peak 
of perfection for the purpose for which they are in- 
tended and use them or preserve them promptly upon 
removal from the soil. 


Follow approved methods of canning, quick freéz- 
ing, cellar-storage, and drying or brining to save all 
surpluses by the best means at hand for the particular 
kind of vegetable. 


Storage of roots and other bulky vegetables is usu- 
ally cheaper and requires less labor than other meth- 
ods of preservation. 

Cabbage, beets, carrots, turnips, parsnips, and sim- 
ilar garden products require storage temperatures just 
above freezing and require moist but well drained 
conditions with little air circulation. These vege- 
tables may be left in the garden as late as possible 
and still avoid freezing. They may then be gathered 
and trimmed and stored in an old fashioned earth- 
floor root-cellar or by other means that provide simi- 
lar conditions. These commodities may be stored in 
well drained shallow earth pits or trenches in the 
garden or in. barrels- sunk slightly into the ground. 
Pits and barrels or other suitable containers should 
provide some ventilation and should be insulated grad- 
ually against damaging changes in temperature by 
layers of soil and straw or other suitable litter. 
These vegetables may be stored in a cool basement in 
damp soil or in suitable containers such as large 
crocks or heavy barrels that provide limited ventila- 
tion but serve as barriers against excessive loss of 
moisture and consequent shrivelling. 


Parsnips, salsafy and horse radish are not dam- 
aged by freezing. perp uses may be left in place in 
the garden all winter. A heavy straw mulch over the 
plants permits winter digging in severe climates. 


Brussels. sprouts, cabbage, endive, Chinese cabbage, 
celery and many other leafy vegetables may be pulled 
and reset closely in moist soil in a cool basement, in 
a cold-frame or under other conditions that provide 
means of ventilation and moisture control but which 
furnish protection against freezing. 


Squashes and pumpkins should be well ripened in 
the garden but should not be allowed to freeze. The 


fruits should be handled carefully to avoid bruising —. 
and should be stored in a moderately warm, dry, well- © 


ventilated place. 


Onion bulbs for storage should be well ripened in- 


the garden, cured thoroughly in a _ well-ventilated 
place and stored in mesh bags or in slat crates in a 
cold, dry, well-ventilated room where the bulbs will 


not freeze. g :
